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PENNSYLVANIA NATIONAL LEADS THE WAY 





For over 150 years the measure of class in race horses has been 
the stakes race. Those magic letters SW in a pedigree have untied 
countless purse strings in buying stud services, breeding stock, and 
horses to race. Stakes races have carried, not only the major purses, 
but also the prestige so valued by owners and breeders alike. 

Although hunter and jumper shows have featured so-called 
“Stake Classes” for a number of years, they have never approached 
the race track standard either in pattern or importance. At the an- 
nual dinner of the Professional Horsemen’s Association in New York 
last Saturday, however, the Directors of the Pennsylvania National 
Horse Show announced a new departure. This is a stake class for 
jumpers which bids fair to become the Kentucky Derby of the show 
circuit. Nominations for the class at $10.00 will close April 15th. 
To remain eligible there will be two intermediate payments required 
of $25.00 and $50.00, with a starting payment of $150.00 due Sep-

tember 15th. The total purse is estimated to gross about $10,000.00. 
It will be divided among the first eight horses, the winner to receive 
fifty percent. To provide for any horse not entered in March, but 
which develops into a top contender by October, we would suggest a 
late starting fee of $500.00. Obviously horses should be entered by 
name (not just as “entry’”) and should retain their eligibility even 
though they change ownership. There is every reason to encourage 
entries from abroad as well as from this country. 

About the type of course there are certain to be differences of 
opinion. Some will want a straight open jumper course, others an 
F.E.I. course, a third group a course embodying some of the best fea- 
tures of both. In fairness to exhibitors some indications should be 
given in advance, for example that the course will consist of 16 ob- 
stacles four to five feet high of which 5 will be spreads not exceeding 
nine feet in width. In order to encourage versatility in our jumpers 
it might be well to delay announcement of the exact course until 24 
hours before the event, following the European example.. For a class 
of this importance two or three heats on successive nights might be 
preferable. 

With this class jumpers enter the big time. There is certainly no 
reason why the example of Harrisburg should not be followed by 
other major shows. There is also no reason why there should not be 
similar stake classes offered for hunters; $10,000.00 events for Am- 
erican Saddle Horses have been successful for some years. Actually 
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increased earning opportunities 
for hunters and jumpers are long 
overdue. Under our tax struc- 
ture most owners must have at 
least a reasonable chance to pay 
the bills with prize money if they 
are to stay in the game. The pre- 
sent flourishing condition of flat 
racing and breeding in this coun- 
try is due to the size of our purses.

Switch On (by Condiment—Tactic, by 
Sickle) has been regarded as more of 
a sprinter than a nine-furlong runner 
Even his rider seemed to have been 
happily astonished by his performance 
Said Ussery: “He didn’t seem to be 
running too well, but when I asked for 
it, he came out like a new horse.” 

On January 25. Switch On advised 
that he would be tough for the McLen- 
nan when he took the seven-furlong 
Palm Beach Handicap, drawing away 
Though he had been sticking to six 
furlongs or less since last July, history 
shows that a horse, capable of beating 
top sprinters at seven-eights of a mile, 
is a threat at any distance—if he is 
amenable to rating. Rubber cement that 
into your bowler. 

Trainer John Nerud knows this and 
Ussery learned it in this race if he 
didn’t know it before 

The McLennan was worth $47,900 to 
Gerald S. Colella, of Haverhill, Mass 
and put Switch On at $69,075, for 1956 
He has won 2 and been second once in 
4 starts. At Tropical in December he 
won the Inaugural and Coral Gables 
Handicaps 

Last season, when the gelding was 
four years old, he earned $43,612, with 
8 wins, 5 seconds and 4 thirds in 21 
starts.

David Arnstein’s Eiffel Blue was the 
surprise winner, by four lengths; Dark 
Charger was the not-so-surprising se- 
cond and Gun Shot, at 20 to 1, beat out 
Decathlon for third. 

Eiffel Blue never has run a real bad 
race, but had been beaten by too many 
that were entered in this three-year-old 
test. So his mutuel payoff was $65.20. 

This was his first stakes win, it was 
worth $20,500, and gives the son of 
Eiffel Tower (from Caribbean Miss, by 
Stimulus) $22.250 for 1956. He has a 
first, a second and a third in three 
starts. 

Last year, he won 3 races, was second 
in 3 and third in 1 in 9 times out. His 
earnings added up to $12.525.

The Santa Anita Maturity on Jan 29 
almost turned into an “*Alibhai Matur- 
ity,” as a grandson and two sons of that 
distinguished stailion ran one-two-three 
in the rich California fixture for four- 
year-olds. 

Mr. and Mrs. James H. Seley’s Track- 
master, by *“Aiibhai’s son On Trust, up- 
set Clifford Mooer’s favored Alibhai 
colt Traffic Judge by a head in the $100,- 
000-added, 1',-mile contest, with W L 


fanch’s Honeys Alibi, another *Alibhai 
colt. close behind in a driving three 
horse finish. 


Trackmaster, who was displaying once 
more his mastery of an “off” track, is a 
home-bred, foaled March 19, 1952, at 
Edwin Janss, Jr.’s Conejo Ranch, Cam- 
arillo, Calif. 

The chestnut son of On Trust—Lady 
Beware by *Bull Dog, is the third Calif- 
ornia-bred to have copped the Maturity. 
Yolo Stable’s Great Circle did it in 1951; 
and three years later Mrs. Nate Gold- 
stone’s Gold Capitol, by *Alibhai, dup- 
licated that feat. 

Moreover, Trackmaster’s sire, On 
Trust, was beaten only a neck in the 
inaugural running in 1948. He is, of 
course. also a product of the Golden 
State. In fact, the brilliant weight-carrier 
was regarded as the best horse ever bred 
in California until Sawps came along. 

On Trust was bred by Louis B. Mayer, 
who imported *Alibhai and developed 
him into a prominent stallion in Calif- 
ornia. 

But the _ satisfaction of California 
horsemen over the Maturity results must 
be tempered by the realization that both 


On Trust and *Alibhai now stand in 
Kentucky: 

He is the most successful unraced 
stallion in the _ history of American 


breeding. To the end of 1955 he had 
sired the winners of 990 races and $b,- 
387,092. counting only first monies for 
1955. Among his outstanding offspring 
are On Trust, Determine, Traffic Judge. 
Your Host and Honeys Alibi. 

Solidarity, Your Host and others of 
Alibhai’s sons have made good starts 
on their stud careers. On Trust certainly 
belongs also in this category. 

E. O. Stice and Sons obtained On 
Trust in the break-up of the Mayer hold- 
ings. 

The colt’s dam, Torch Rose, placed at 
four. Full sister to the Sunset Handicap 
winner King Torch and to the dam of 
the Bowie Kindergarten Stakes captor 
Torchator, Torch Rose has also produced 
On Trust’s stakes winning younger full 
brother Trusting, earning $162,380. 

On Trust proved one of the hardiest 
handicappers of recent years. He camp- 
aigned for seven seasons, usually with 
“the grandstand on his back:” and made 
a total of 88 starts. He won the Calif- 
ornia Homebred and Santa Maria Stakes, 
Santa Anita Derby. Will Rogers, Santa 
Catalina, O’Connor Hospital, Balboa, 
Peninsula and San Francisco Handicaps, 
two runnings of the Golden State Breed- 
ers’ seven other races and $554,145. He 
equaled track records of 1:05%5 for 5 
furlongs at Bay Meadows, 1:0955 for six 
furlongs at Hollywood Park and 1:505; 
for 1, miles at Tanforan. But he also 
lost a lot of important events, including 
the Preakness Stakes, Santa Anita Mat- 


urity, Santa Anita and Sunset Handicaps, 
and Hollywood Gold Cup, by narrow 
margins, often while giving away weight 
Altogether, he placed in a dozen stakes 
and showed in 11 others 

He stood two seasons at 
ianch,Corona, Calif. 

In 1953 he was leased to Mereworth 
Farm, the Lexington, Ky., establishment 
now operated by Mrs. Walter J. Salmon. 
There he has stood ever since. 

Luring his first season at Circle JR,

Ussery has been winning by keeping 
his mounts well off the pace in the 
early stages of a race, selecting openings 
as they appear curving for home, as the 
front runners begin “coming back,” and 
driving down the stretch under the im 
petus of his powerful finishes. So zeal- 
ously does Ussery finish with a horse 
that experienced horsemen in Florida 
rank him with the late George (Iceman) 
Woolf, His manner of riding is similar 
to another “come from behind” jockey. 
the veteran Conn McCreary 

Among the young Oklahoma rider's 
winning traits is “guts.” As one racing 
writer put it: “Ussery has a good strong 
stomach for the tight places he’s 
not chicken when it comes to either 
yo through a hole or lose your chance 
of winning the race.” But he’s more 
than that. He’s an excellent judge of 
pace, a good man with the whip—capable 
of switch hitting—and he has confidence 
in himself. “You’ve got to believe in 
yourself if you’re going to be a really 
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good rider,” the good looking, well- 
mannered youngster says. 

Ussery’s apprenticeship, so to speak, 
began with an early fondness for horses 
He started riding quarter-horses in Texas 
when he was 10—paralleling the riding 
career of another Oklahoma turf great, 
Eldon Nelson. He rode his first race at 
a mile track at the Fair Grounds in New 
Orleans Thanksgiving Day 1951. In per 
haps the shortest time on record, Us- 
sery has broken his maiden, winning the 
Thanksgiving Handicap aboard Reticule 
by a neck. 

Since then it hasn’t been all a pienic. 
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Ussery has been temporarily grounded 
by spills—the worst resulting in a brok- 
en vertebra. But he’s come back strong 
and undaunted for the tight spots. 

\lthough Bob likes to win with the 
best, he dosen’t believe in whipping a 
horse severly. “I can’t see beating a 
horse that has no chance to win, If 
there’s any chance at all in getting up, 
well—that’s different.”

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Official Dates For 1956 
Spring Hunt Racing 


The Hunt Committee of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association an- 
nounced today the dates for Spring Hunt 
Meeting Races for 1956. 

These dates follow very closely the 
pattern established the past several years 
with the opening meeting at Southern 
Pines, North Carolina on St. Patrick's 
Day, March 17th followed by the famed 
Carolina Cup Races on March 31st. Mov- 
ing northward the Hunt Meeting season 
moves into Virginia in April with meet- 
ings in Richmond, Middleburg and War- 
renton, running simultaneously with the 
three Timber Classics in Maryland, cul- 
minating with The Maryland Hunt Cup 
on Saturday, April 28. 

Two weeks of racing take place in the 
Philadelphia area at Radnor, Saturday, 
May 12th and Rose Tree, Saturday, May 
19th. The eastern season winds up with 
the Adjacent Hunts Meeting at Blind 
Brook, New York with pari-mutuel bett- 
ing being featured. This meeting is run 
under sanction of the New York State 
Racing Commission and the meeting is 
subject to their approval. 


In the Mid-West the schedule follows 
the usual pattern with Block House Hunt 
Races, Saturday, April 14th, Oak Grove 
Meeting, Saturday, April 28th, Iroquois 
Meeting. Saturday, May 12th. Oxmoor 
Meeting, Saturday, June 2nd and the 
Royalton Meeting, Saturday, June 16th. 

Howard C. Fair of Kennett Square, 
Pennsylvania was elected Chairman of 
the Committee. Mr. Fair replaces Step- 
hen C. Clark, Jr. of Middleburg, Virginia 
who was Chairman for six years. Mr 
Fair has represented the Committee as 
Pennsylvania Representative since 1952 
and has a wide knowledge of racing af- 
fairs as an owner and conditioner of 
his own horses and at one time was 
prominent as a amateur rider.

Jockey John Adams 
Voted Winner 1956 
Woolf Memorial 





Jockey Johnny Adams, one of only 
four American riders to have ridden 
more than 3,000 winners in their careers, 
has been voted the 1956 winner of the 
George Woolf Memorial Jockey Award 
for his outstanding contributions to rac 
ing and to his profession. 


The award is in the form of a cast 
bronze miniature of the George Woolf 
statue that stands in the paddock walk- 
ing ring at Santa Anita Park. 

Adams, who rode his 3,000 winner 
last May 21, has three times been the 
leading American Jockey—in 1937 with 
260 winners, in 1942 with 245 and in 
1943 with 228. 

The current year of 1956 marks 
Adams’ 22nd vear in the saddle since 
he rode his first winner on June 20, 
1935, at Riverside Park, Kansas City. 
He is one of a very few Jockeys never 
to ride as an apprentice.

cot well in front of them. At that point 
Elias Chadwell viewed a big red out of 
a covert on the hill; hounds were lifted 
to the line, and our field was away to 
one of the greatest runs they had ever 
experienced, a run of two hours and 
forty five minutes covering a distance 
estimated to be 30 miles. Earl Chadwell 
hunted his hounds magnificently and his 
whips Elias and Mrs. Morgan Wing Jr 
were at all times with their hounds. 
Footing for horses was none to good, 
and we soon found that the light work 
of previous weeks had not left horses 
as fit as they usually are. At one point 
Jack Tompkins and I had an idea that 
differed from that of the Master and 
staff and took a different line that 
brought us to the west end of the Kenyon 
Woods on a hill overlooking The Mill- 
brook School. There streaming over the 
football field was the entire pack giving 
terrific ery and running their fox beauti- 
fully. Finding no game in progress he 
crossed the road and onto the hockey 
rink where he again drew a blank and 
headed west to the big Wesly Smith 
swamp. The staff joined us and he was 
viewed going over the big open fields 
of the Kinney Farm. He went into the 
swamp and hounds showed great drive 
in working him through to the north end 
of the covert and across the Kinney’s 
Corner road onto the Van Alen farm 
He was viewed by a road gang who re- 
ported him “as big as a cow’. This con- 
firmed our impression that he was the 
biggest red we had ever hunted. Turning 
north he went for three miles to the 
Smithfield Church (one of Millbrook’s 
favorite meets). Instead of crossing to 
the north country he turned west and 
went over the great open fields in Pugsls 
Hill, our finest galloping country. We 
had some really good jumping and tiring 
horses made some of that timber look 
prety big. He was again viewed by Anne 
Wing crossing below Mr. Stanley Burkes 
into the Sheldon swamp and Heading 
for his original stamping ground, 
near a pond on Jay Bontecou’s hill, 
newly made and called The Half Moon 
Pond, a haven for foxes and other wild- 
life. Here hounds were at fault and very 
tired horses made it seem advisable to 


blow hounds off. It was truly a great 
day, one of the very best in Millbrook’s 
fifty years of hunting. 

We returned home to find a message 
that a new granddaughter had arrived 
that afternoon so we suggested to our 
son Peter that, if he were in want of a 
name, Diana would be most appropriate.

Wednesday, Jan. 11th. 15 couples left 
the meet at Arthur McCashin’s. Due to 
the very deep going hounds were hacked 
down the hard road and across the bridge 
at Burnt Mills to draw the broom sage 
and cedars behind Hofmanns. They found 


very shortly, speaking on a cold line 
and trailing him to the river covert be- 
hind Teisher’s where they got on better 
terms, finally pushing him out into the 
open. Here the field got a lovely view 
of this fox flying along the river bank 
with Fisher ’50 (Rowdy ’47-Flirt ’48) only 
a hundred yards from his brush. Our 
fox ducked into the thicket along the 
river bank and ran very close to the 
water’s edge from some distance. Here 
Fisher was confused and the rest of the 
pack caught up to Reynard on very 
fast northeast toward Howells. Hounds 
were brought to their noses in the corn- 
field at Twin Pines but after several 
casts hit it off again to the big Howell 
covert. Here a fresh fox jumped up and 
part of the pack with Federal ’50 (Rowdy 
’47-Flirt ’48) in the lead, followed by 
whipper-in Jim Helly, put this new fox 
to ground very close to 22 Highway. Our 
hunted fox made a small loop in the 
open, then doubled into covert and 
hounds checked momentarily with Team- 
ster 54 (Rebel °48-Tangle °46) the first 
to open as they took it on again to 
Orseningos, then across the brook to 
Hofmanns—this last part slowly, work- 
ing every step of the way after a now 
trotting fox. As the line was becoming 
more and more hopeless it was decided 
to cross the Rattlesnake Bridge road and 
draw the edge of Field Farm. A fox was 
found in the pines behind Mettlers. 
which, when straightened away, turned 
out to be very bold indeed, and really 
flew over a lovely line of country with 
hounds screaming after him. He ran 
northeast from Mettlers, across Fox Hol- 
low Farm and on to Howell’s Meadows, 
swinging southwest in the big covet 
and past Twin Pines, through Orsenigo’s 
to the river bank where our first fox 
was viewed; after running the Teisher 
farm lane and through a herd of Here- 
fords (where much time was lost) he 
turned sharp left along the river bank. 
Here, much to our horrow, he crossed the 


river on thin ice which would hold 

hounds, but not horses. We watched 

them carry it across Schley’s meadow to

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the Burnt Mills road, swinging left and 
running the road very slowly, working 
hard all the way. We were forced to 
gallop around by Rattlesnake Bridge (a 
long detour). When we got to hounds 
they had checked at the junction of the 
Rattlesnake Bridge and Burnt Mills 
roads. according to car followers who had 
gotten there before we did they ran it 
up to this point and made an unsuccess- 
ful cast into the Schley alfalfa field, 
then tried back again in the road. Hounds 
were taken upwind on the Rattlesnake 
Bridge Road, and, failing to hit line, 
down again where they finally honored 
a line back across the Schley meadow 
About halfway to the river hounds 
tongued wildly in one spot, almost as if 
at an earth and then ran the line quite 
well up to the river where they lost it 
completely. We deduced that our fox 
must have trotted along the road across 
the meadow and sat down at this point to 
watch hounds working laboriously down 
the first road. As we had galloped on to 
the bridge and the car followers were 
watching hounds, Reynard went unnotic- 
ed, and was doubtless highly amused by 
the trouble he caused. After another find 
in Milnor’s with which they could do 
nothing but cold trail. hounds were 
taken home. Jt had been the best day 
for some time, however, and for once 
we were glad to see mud 

Saturday, Jan. 14th. A large Field 
turned out for the meet at Lamington 
despite icy wind 

Found, and, unfortunately, immedi- 
ately chopped, a dog fox in Cowper- 
htwaite’s pines. A few minutes later 
hounds hit another line (probably the 
vixen) and ran it well to River Road 
Here one of the car followers got a 
view. Our pilot swung right handed and 
flew across Schley’s lovely galloping 
fields, making a sharp left turn around 
Mrs. K. B. Schley’s house and running 
the meadow along the river to Rattle- 
snake Bridge. Our fox continued to 
follow the river’s course to the Burnt 
Mills road, where hounds checked 
momentarily, and then streaked across 
the cornfield, Yeagers, Potters, and 
sharp left again through Milnors. De- 
spite the cutting wind hounds really 
drove their fox. but always with heads 
down and working hard for it. Our pilot 
re-crossed River Road just below the 
Hunter Trials course and hounds were 
brought abruptly to their noses after 
swinging right and out into the open 


and Geffery Grout, Honorary-Whipper-in. 


where the wind howled ruthlessly. They 
finally hit it off again with Reo ‘52 
(Fighter ’48-Racket '47) the first to open. 
Hounds ran well and swung left handed 
only to lose again in the wheat field 
southwest of the Cowperthwaite’s house. 
Slowly, and working mightly, they took 
the line down under the hill west of the 
wheat and almost to Lamington Road, 
swinging right handed to the top of the 
hill behind Apgar’s house. Here Vir- 
ginia Brice viewed our pilot, not far 
ahead of hounds, and making back to the 
wheat. After puzzling out their line on 
the wheat again. hounds pushed on to 
the Viet house and down to Cowperth- 
waites’ long drive, swinging left and 
parallel to the drive. Again our fox made 
a sharp left past the Viet house and back 
to that puzzling wheat. The Field was 
nearly frozen standing on top of this 
high hill and hounds were hard put to 
find their fox. But again they opened 
on the south side of the wheat and man- 
aged to work it as far as River Road, 
just opposite the Schley Stable. where 
scent vanished comoletely after a fine 
hunt of 2 hours and 20 minutes. Drew 
Schley’s meadow, and the Moseley co- 
vert blank, and decided to call it a day 
with the icy wind at its peak by 4:30 
p.m.

THE PONY CLUB ANNUAL. 
The Naldrett London, in 
association with World’s 
Work (1913) Ltd. 

In Cheltenham, England, lives a fif- 
teen-year-old girl named Nicola Bryant 
We hope she goes on writing; if she does, 
it is more than likely in the opinion 
of these reviewers that we shall all 
hear much more about her before we are 
very many years older. 

Her short story “A Brown Coat and 
Red Hair” is the warm heart of this 
sixth Pony Club Annual. A boy is watch- 
ing racehorses at their early morning 
gallops; a two-year-old throws his rider; 
the boy catches him, and rides him back 
to the training stable. That is all — but 
this young author has an astonishing 
ability to see, hear, feel, then to convey 
it all to you with conviction, charm, and 
utter reality. She is not yet, naturally, 
an experienced craftsman but how 
did a girl of fifteen learn to use the 
English language so beautifully and at 
the same time so simply? 

The book does not depend on this story 
alone. There are fine articles on many 
subjects including the habits of the 
fox; taking care of young wild animals 
and birds which have lost their parents; 
and remembering, when foxhunting, that 
you are riding over somebody else’s land, 
Naomi Mitchison’s article splendidly 
written, which will surprise no one — 
shows the importance of starting young 
riders off with sensible thinking and 
careful instruction, if you don’t want 
them to be nervous of riding for the rest 
of their lives. And there are several 
fiction stories about children which give 
sound advice on handling horses and 
camping in the countryside though 
these are marred, in spots, by the “dear 
kiddies” way of writing which talks down 
to children, as if they were slightly sub- 
human, and had slow mental processes 


“Forward Movement at the Walk and 
Trot” consists of a brief text illustrated 
by eight photographs taken from a Brit- 
ish Horse Society Film Strip. Perhaps 
the pictures were badly selected; but 
the net result is not of great value. In 
two of the four pictures which are sup- 
posed to show the “right” way, the rider 
is behind her horse; in only one of the 
eight is she really “with” her horse 
and here the caption criticizes her posi- 
tion, and calls it “ugly.” If it is “ugly” 

which is surely a matter of personal 
opinion isn’t the usefulness of a posi- 
tion more important than its appear- 
ance? We can think of no other sport 
which is afflicted with and handicapped 
by this aesthetic approach; golf strokes, 
tennis strokes, swimming strokes, for in- 
stance, are judged by their practical ef- 
fectiveness, not by whether someone 
finds them pleasant to the eye 

The many other photographs in the 
book are excellent in particular those
